W here feterita or kafir are grown, 
hey can best be handled by drilling in 
ows and giving the crops some cul- 
ivation. 
Where sorgrum is wanted for hay, 
i satisfactory method is to sow* from 
)5 to IOO pounds of seed per acre, 
jsing every hole in the grain drill, 
larly Amber is earliest. 
It is hardly wrorth while to refer 
urther to millet, since practically all 
ire familiar with growing it for hay. 
herman millet will often make a pro­ 
bable seed crop. 
W here cowpeas are used late in the 
.casern, seed from three pecks to a 
>ushel and a half 
per 
acre, 
using

mike a splendid pasture, or it could be 
urned under for green manure. 
W here the soybean

ion no general will be prepared to 
face. Only those who have had some 
experience in trench w arfare can ap- 
| preciate the stupendous difficulties of 
j a great forw ard movement, with its 
attendant wholesale slaughter of the 
very 
blood 
that 
England 
requires 
most. No; in my opinion, 
valueless 
though it be, our policy must be one 
of attrition—of wearing out the ene­ 
my—a policy that 
I fully recognize, 
however, may mean the bankruptcy 
of the civilized 
world. 
Verdun 
is 
doubtless the last great 
effort 
of a 
desperate and wonderfully organized 
m ilitary nation, but its failure in that 
quarter will not render the task of 
overthrowing its w'ell handled masses 
of troops very 
much 
easier, under 
trench circumstances.” 
In other parts 
of 
his 
letter the 
British 
captain 
frankly 
discloses 
what he thinks of war; 
i 
“Between you and 
me,” 
he says, 
“war is the most damnable, stupid, 
nonsensical thing that was ever in­ 
vented for the settling of disputes, 
and is carried on by brainless, well­ 
meaning men that you wouldn’t give 
the office boy’s job to. Incompetence, 
inefficiency and pluck; effrontery, in­ 
terference, red tape and ability are 
all mixed up together out here in a 
manner that w’ould drive a business 
man like you crazy. 
“I have no 
intention 
of wearying 
you with tales of hurtling shells and 
deafening roar 
of 
cannon, 
making 
your blood run cold with stories of 
sights that disgust you, and yet fill 
you with deep sympathy; of shocks 
and hair breadth escapes; of tales oi 
valor and of trembling knees; of the 
brave British officer 
shaving 
under 
shell fire (although I have done that 
stunt many a morning, without cut 
ting m yself); of shots that pierced 
the tunic to be deflected finally by 
the small Bible presented by the blue 
and brown eyed maiden of Blooms­ 
bury square; of the bullying office? 
being saved by a fresh faced young 
ster fulfilling a ‘noble revenge.’

. Railroad Strike? 


Faced by demands from tile conductors, engineers, firemen and brakemen that 
would impose on the country an additional burden in transportation costs of $100,000,000 
a veal, the railroads propose that this wage problem be settled by reference to an 
impartial federal tribunal. 


With these employes, whose efficient service is acknowledged, the railroads have no 
differences that could not be considered fairly and decided justly by such a public body. 


Railroads Urge Public Inquiry and Arbitration 


The formal proposal of the railroads to the employes for the settlement of the 
controversy is as follows: 


“ Our conferences have demonstrated that we cannot harmonize our differences o f opinion,1 
and that eventually the matters in controversy must be passed upon by other and disinter- 
ested agencies. 
I herefore, we propose that your proposals and the proposition o f the rail­ 
ways be disposed of by one or the other of the following methods: 


Preferably by submission to the Interstate Commerce Commission, the only tribunal 
which by reason of its accumulated information bearing on railway conditions and its con­ 
trol or the revenue of the railways, is in a position to consider and protect the rights and 
equities of a.I the interests affected, and to provide additional revenue necessary to meet the 
a c e 
of operation in case your proposals are found by the Commission to be just and 
reasonable; or, rn the event the Interstate Commerce Commission cannot, under existing 
laws, act in the premises, that we jointly request Congress to take such action as may be 
necessary to cnabifc the Commission to consider and promptly dispose o f the questions

Leaders Refuse Offer and Take Strike Vote 
v 


Leaders of the train service brotherhoods, at the joint conference held in NewYork? 
June 1-15, refused the offer of the railroads to submit the issue to arbitration or Federal 
review, and the employes are now voting on the question whether authority shall be 
given these leaders to declare a nation-wide strike. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission is proposed by the railroads as the public 
body to which this issue ought to be referred for these reasons: 


N o other body with such an intimate 
knowledge of railroad conditions has such 
an unquestioned position in the public con­ 
fidence. 


The rates the railroads may charge the 
public for transportation are now largely 
fixed by this Government board. 


Out of every dollar received by the rail­ 
roads from the public nearly one-half is paid 


directly to the employes as wages; and the 
money to pay increased wages can come from 
no other source than the rates paid by the 
public. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission, 
with its control over rates, is in a position 
to make a complete investigation and render 
such decision as would protect the interests 
of the railroad employes, the owners of the 
railroads, and the public. 


A Question For the Public to Decide 


The railroads feel that they have no right to grant a wage preferment of $100,000,000 
a year to these employes, now highly paid ana constituting only one-fifth of all the 
employes, without a clear mandate from a public tribunal that shall determine the 
merits of the case after a review of all the facts. 


The single issue before the country is 'whether this controversy is to be settled by an impartial 
Government inquiry or by industrial warfare.

Improved or Impaired by Fertilizers 
Employed— Too Much Nit-ogen 
Makes Strawberry Soft. 


Aside from considerations of mellow 
soil and sutiicient moisture, the Havil­ 
and other qualities of vegetables are 
improved or impaired by the fertilizer.-? 
employed. The peculiar processes with­ 
in the soil or within the plant itself 
v. Inch produce these conditions of 
Itavor are ditiicuTt to understand, hut 
it is a fact that varieties of fruits and 
vegetables will show such improvement 
under favorable conditions of fertiliza­ 
tion as hardly to be recognized. 
I log manure used alone sometimes 
gives an unpleasant flavor to celery 
aud root crops. 
It also taints tobacco. 
An excess of phosphates helps to give 
tomatoes a sweeter flavor. 
Salt is 
very helpful to the quality of aspara­ 
gus, onions and celery. 
It makes the 
potash in the soil active. 
It is used 
at the rate of HUO pounds to the acre. 
Pigeon manure helps to develop 
melons of fine flavor. Beets grown on 
soil fertilized with poultry manure 
and ashes develop a fine, sweet flavor. 
Poultry and barnyard manures im­ 
prove the quality of onions. 
Fresh 
barnyard manure impairs the ship­ 
ping qualities of strawberries. 
Too 
much nitrogen makes the fruit soft­ 
er but untouched wood ashes with well- 
rotted manure improves the quality of 
the berries. 
An excess of nitrogen 
has a peculiar effect upon the Stone 
variety of tomatoes tending to make 
the blossoms drop. 
It also tends to 
make them sterile.

FOR SPRAYING APPLE TREES 


Best Formula Is Concentrated Lim; 
Sulphur— Apply for Codling Moth 
About August First. 


The hest formulas for spraying ap­ 
ple trees and any other fruit trees ex­ 
cept the pouch, is concentrated lime- 
sulphur at the strength of one to forty 
for apples and one co fifty for the other 
fruits, and two aud a half pounds or 
arsenate of lead. 
The first spraying 
should be made just as the pink of tile 
blossom shows. 
This should be fol­ 
lowed by another application as th * 
blossom petals are dropping. In about 
two weeks the trees should be sprayed 
again, and winter varieties of apples 
should have another application for 
the second brood of codling moth 
about the first of August. 
All fruit trees except the peach 
should receive the first three applica­ 
tions. Plums should receive a spray­ 
ing after that at intervals of two 
weeks, until within about a month of 
ripening time. 
No fruit should be 
sprayed within a month of ripening 
time, because sufficient time should be 
allowed for the removal of all traces 
of the spray material by the weather 
before the fruit is harvested.

Healthy, Vigorous Type, Free From 
All Vermin. 


One is the cage val used for a few 
cattle. 
It consists of a cage in which 
the animal is placed and then low­ 
ered into the vat of solution. 
But 
where a large number of animals arc 
to lie dipped, the swimming vat is de­ 
sirable. 
In this type the animals arc 
forced to swim through the vat and 
thus become immersed in the solution 
when they plunge into it. 
The coal-tar dips advertised arc 
mode from some of the products of the 
distillation of coal tar. 
When mixed 
with water they form a milky emul­ 
sion having a strong odor of coal tar. 
Most of these products have a decid­ 
edly deadly effect upon parasites, and 
in addition are used as disinfectants in 
hospitals, barns, poultry yards, hog- 
houses, etc.
